Of this latter part of the 
item that appeared in our co!umns, the’ Co’- 
onist takes, no notice whatever, because it 


, puts a very different face upon that portion 


of the extract which it has taken as the 
grotadwork ofan attack upon the Govern- 
ment. It endeavors to make it appear that 
the district was in a state of complete anar- 
eby, and that life and property were so in- 
secure that each man became a law unto 
himself and was prepared to administer jus- 
tise on bis-ewn account vi ef armis. That 
men did walk about armed, we have no rea- 
sou to doubt; but we hare seen the same 
thing in Victoria, as well as in other parts of 
thecountry, where no necessity whatever 
existed forthe practice. It certainly afforded 
Bo evidence that the country was in a state 
of anarchy; ‘nor docs it in the case of Koot- 


enay. We bave the most conclusive evidence | 


that the. very reverse is true. When Mr. 
Justice Gray entered the district be found 
the people peaceably disposed and good crder 
prevailing ; and with the exception of adjudi- 
eating upon a few disputes among miners in 
relation to miniog claims, the Court had 
literally nothing to engage its attention. 
But our contemporary will doubtless reply 


‘that the Government are not to be thanked 


for that, because jfa disturbanee had taken 
place when ‘men walked ‘about armed,” 
somebody would surely have been killed, and 
no one can tell whatelse might have bap- 
pened. That Jittle word, i/, however, up- 
fortunately stxnds in our coutemporary's 
way, and prevents it making out quite so 
clears case agaiost the Government as it 
otherwise would have been pleased to do. 
We admit that the unrestricted practice o} 
carrying frearms inv a civilized commanity, 
ie very objectionable, and sbould be put a 
stop to by the constituted authorities, jast 
as it has been put a stop to at Kootenay by 
the officers of the local Government. With 
true pharasaical solemnity our contemporary 
says, ‘In all sobersess, we ask the reader if 
these words do not convey sentence of con- 
demeation against the Government?” - In al! 
soberness we reply, no. What are the ‘acts? 
Some six months ago the Government issued 
Commissions of the Peace to several of the 
foremost residents of the Kootenay district, 
with “full powers to discharge magisterial 
duties in4batsection of the country. These 
geatiemen” were quite willing ‘to act, but 
could not do so legally until they were sworn 
in by some one competentto administer to 
them the oath of office. It could not be ex- 
pected that tiese geutlemen would undertake 
@ journey of several hundred miles, (from 
Kootenay to Victoria) to the neglect of their 
own private affairs, aud at their own private 
expense, for the express purpose of qualifying 
themselves to discharge their magisterial 
fanctiogs; ‘nor ia it any more reasonable to 
expect that the Government should bave 
dispatched a Supreme Court Judge all the 
way to Kootenay for the express purpose ot 
ad@inistéring the Guth of office to these gen- 
tlemen. Had the Government done so, the 
Colonist would have -been the very first to 
raise. bue and. ery eguinst them on the 
score of reckless extravagance and unneces 

Bary waste of public money. So soon ss one 
of the Supreme Court Judge’ could be spared 
from the duties pressing upon tbe Courts be- 
low, one-was dispatched to: the district ot 
Kootenay to hold a Court, and instead of 
finding the country in a state of anarchy ard 
confusion, all was peace acd quictness, and, 
we believe, not a single criminal case on the 
ealendar to engage his attention. The newly

Wasntxaron, Oct. 27.—The Secretary cf 
the Treasury will issue orders to commence 
pryment to-morrow of silver at New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and other leading 
cities, where there are Assistant Treasurers, 
or designated depositories. In no case will 
more than five dollars in silver be paid to one 
person, balance of account being payable in 
greenbacks. 

Secretary Richardson hopes to keep up 
payments of silver, which will be commenced 
to-morrow, and says he will be able to do so 
anless a rush upon the Treasury be made, 
and silver taken out for the purpose of being 
hoarded. 

Syracuse, N.Y., Oct. 27.—A fire brek- 
out in Canastoga last night, which wes 
quenched this morning, after burning over 
xn acre of territory, destroying two hotels, 
thirty-two dwellings, and betweea forty and 
fifty places of business. The total loss is 
estimated by insurance agents at $150,000 ; 
total insurance, $90,000. The fire was un- 
doubtedly s-arted by an incendiary. This is 
the third disastrous conflagration within six 
moptbs, involving an aggregate loss of three 
bundred thousand dollars.
